No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, granddaughter, 
sister, stepmother, grandfather's wife, grandson's wife, wife's mother, wife's 
grandmother, wife's daughter, wife's granddaughter, brother's daughter, sister's 
daughter, father's sister or mother's sister. (Chapter 207, Section 1.) 


No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, grandson, brother, 
stepfather, grandmother's husband, daughter's husband, granddaughter's 
husband, husband's grandfather, husband's son, husband's grandson, brother's 
son, sister's son, father's brother or mother's brother. (Chapter 207, Section 2.) 


A marriage contracted while either party thereto has a former wife or husband 
living (except as provided in Section 6 of Chapter 207 and in Chapter 208 of the 
General Laws, Ter. E-d., as amended) shall be void. 


The marriage of a person under the age of eighteen years, except as provided 
in Chapter 207, Section 25, General Laws, Ter. Ed. as amended, is prohibited.
